meats—are on their way to Europe,

abroad. The immediate effect of these 
shipments is to give the United States 
credit abroad which can he speedily 
converted into cash. 
These natural 
resources of tin* country promise to 
exert even greater influence than the 
sale of American 
securities 
abroad. 
The latter have to some extent suf­ 
fered (its* redit under recent pressure, 
hut til** intrinsic’ values of American 
staple’s used abroad and their colossal 
aggregate at this period of the year is 
beyond the reach of financial distrust.

The recent foreign safes of nil "Tons 
of American copper have been supple­ 
mented by reports of similar heavy 
export shipments, alone giving a for­ 
eign credit of $ I 4,POO.POO. 
The ship­ 
ments of tobacco to Europe this year 
promise to break all records. Officials 
of the American Tobacco company ‘es­ 
timate with the orders on hand that 
the year's exports will exceed 50,000,- 
00e pounds of manufactured tobacco, 
which is far in excess of the amount 
exported last year. 
Europe will pay 
over $100,000,000 for this tobacco and 
much of this money will soon he avail­ 
able in this market, as the contracts 
with the European importers call for 
Immediate payment on delivery. Ship­ 
ments of tobacc o to Europe will he 
heavier in November and December, 
according to the officials of the Amer­ 
ican Tobacco company. 
Reports from the South show the 
cotton crop moving toward Europe. 
while the West is sending grain and 
meat products in the same direction. 
The fall shipments of American prod­ 
ucts, chiefly agricultural, thus come 
at an opportune time in giving the 
country large credits abroad, making 
It difficult for the foreign money mar­ 
kets to withhold gold even by the 
most drastic raising of their discount 
rates. 
Several Favorable Events. 
Several 
favorable events 
marked 
the financial situation in New York 
The engagement of $2,000,000 In gold 
by tho First National hank of Chicago 
and of $500,000 by a Boston bank 
brought the total gold engagements 
up close to $20,PDO,PCO In spite of the 
cancellation of an order for $000,000 
by the Russo-Chinese hank, upon the 
ground that the amount engaged ex­ 
ceeds the necessity. 
The raising of 
German hank rates in order to pre­ 
vent America from drawing German 
gold produces little effect on the situa­ 
tion here, as none of the gold engage 
ments thus far have been made in 
Germany and most of those anticipat 
cd were from the other European mon 
ev markets. 
While money at the Stock Exchange 
was loaned at high rates it fell finally 
to ti per cent, offers of several mill­ 
ions at that rate being made by a 
number of the leading hankers. 
Comparative 
calm 
reigns 
among 
New York bankers. 
They all realize 
that the pressure for money is not 
over, but they feel generally that un­ 
reasoning panic is at an end and they 
will he able to meet all reasonable de­ 
mands for currency. 
These demands 
are coming In In considerable amount 
from the West and South in order to 
obtain money to move the crops, and 
it is feared that the Sections where 
the movement is largest may he more 
or less hampered in their efforts to ob­ 
tain funds. 
The general refusal to 
pay cash for hoarding, In the West 
and South as well as In New York, It 
Is believed, will prevent the undue 
absorption of currency and permit the 
| employment of what is availably In 


tRe~mdsf offer five' manner. TTie large 
banks of this city are gaining depos­ 
its from the hanks which have been 
under suspicion and this tends in a 
measure to concentrate money where 
it can he used most effectively, but 
on the other hand it creates debit bal

Diet Intimates La st Appropriation to 
Russia H a s Been Made. 
Helsingfors, 
Oct. 
30.—The 
diet 
adopted by 104 votes to 53 the pro­ 
posed appropriation for $4,000,000 as 
a biennial compensation to th© Rus­ 
sian government for the exemption of 
Finns from service 
in 
the 
Russian 
army. 
At the same time it plainly 
Intimated that no further money for 
this purpose would he 
forthcoming 
and it urged the emperor grand duke 
to re-establish the national army of 
Finland. 
It Is understood that the 
emperor grand duke Insisted person­ 
ally on this payment, to which he con- I 
sidered Finland’s faith to he pledged. 1 
When the Russian government in 
1005 yielded to the stubborn resist- 1 
anccvof the Finns and abandoned con- I 
scription the diet sanctioned a com- I 
pulsatory payment, which the govern ; 
ment understood was intended to be 
permanent. 
The Finns later obtained 
autonomy and there was considerable 
opposition to the payment of the in­ 
stallments of 1900 and 1 9 0 7. 
A *hill 
prohibiting 
absolutely the 
manufacture of alcohol In Finland or 
its importation into the country,which 
Involves another grave constitutional I 
question, is soon to be voted on in the 1 
Finnish diet. 
The measure affec ts 
Russia’s tariff relations with foreign 
nations, but the leading Finnish par­ 
ties in the diet are committed to it.
